This year one of the native ministers, 
Zahur-ul-huqq, a convert from Ma- 
homedauism, was made presiding eld- 
er, and given a district of thirteen 
appointments, with a native Chris- 
tian community of about one thousand. 
It was thought that the local preachers 
and other Christians in this part of 
the Conference would develop more 
rapidly if they had quarterly confer- 
ences and a district conference of their 
own. This new district is formed out 
of the northern part of the Rohileund 
district. In the latter, as it lay last 
year, there are 312 villages or towns 
where native Christians live, 58 places 
where native preachers reside, 94 
regularly-appointed native preachers 
and male Christian teachers, and 13 
separate circuits, only four of which 
are in charge of foreign missionaries. 

This indicates how the work is 
spreading. In several parts of the 
Conference it is strictly true that as

NORTH INDIA CONFERENCE.

This Conference convened at Mo- 
radabad, Jan. 11, for its eighteenth 
annual session, and, in the absence of 
a bishop, chose for its president Rev. 
S. Knowles, one of the senior missivn- 
aries.

There was a slight but encouraging 
increase in the amount of money con- 
tributed by the native churches, the 
figures being Rs. 1,859 for this year 
against Rs. 1,575 for the yvar before

against eight. The average in the 
Oudh district is one rupee a member. 

The Sunday-school work has be- 
come in some respects the leading 
interest of the mission, and is being 
developed with great power and efli- 
ciency. 


Some years ago, one or two 


brethren who were deemed almost 
visionary in their hopefulness, set the 
mark to be reached in the way of 
scholars at 10,000. That has now 
been fur surpassed, and the motto for 
the present decade is 30,000. There 
are now on the rolls of the Sunday- 
schools 13,111, surpassing the num- 
ber in the day schools by almost 
4,000.

One of the pleasant incidents of the 
session was the visit of Brother Dennis 
Osborne, of Allahabad, fraternal dele- 
gate from the South India Conference. 
He was received with the greatest pos- 
sible cordiality, and did but voice the 
general sentiment when he said that the 
two Conferences were simply different 
divisions of the same army, in full 
sympathy with each other, engaged 
in the same great work, all deter- 
mined to take India for Christ. 
Prompted by his presence, a strong 
committee was appointed to frame 
resolutions that should properly repel 
the very ill-judged aud misdirected 
attack upon Rev. William Taylor and 
his work, made by Dr. Rigg at the 
Methodist Ecumenical Conference. 
The resolutions were carefully drawn, 
fully endorsing Mr. Taylor’s work, 
spirit, and methods in this country, 
and promptly passed with but a sin- 
gle dissenting vote. It is only a faint 
indication of the hearty good-will and 
cordial regard which the Methodist 
ministers of the North India mission 
bear toward that beloved father in 
God, the apostolic William Taylor, 
and the noble men who, largely 
through his instrumentality, are la- 
boring with so much zeal and self- 
sacrifice to build up some of the 
waste places of this country. We 
fervently pray that cunfusion and fail- 
ure may attend every attempt to cre- 
ate alienation or sow dissension be- 
tween these two bodies, and that a 
prompt rebuke may ever be ready on 
the part of the older Conference 


to keep men in the same place as long 
as possible. Most of the changes 
made are simply such as are neces- 
sitated by the arrivals and departures 
of the missionaries. This year we 
lose Bros. Mansell, Craven and 
Cheney, and receive back Bros. Hum- 
phrey and Messmore. One other 
change was made necessary by the 
action of the General Missionary 
Committee at New York, in ordering 
the discontinuance of the 
Witness.

Its editor, after a residence 
of eight years and a quarter in Luck- 
now, was transferred to Shahjehan- 
pore. 

Perhaps, Mr. Editor, since this 
matter was spread so prominenily and 
widely before the church in all the 
papers, last November, you will al- 
low your correspondent a few words 
of personal explanation. The ref- 
erences to him were such as to convey, 
unintentionally of course, a very 
wrong impression, namely, that he 
had ‘‘ turned aside” to edit an unde- 
nominational paper, and had been re- 
ceiving a missionary salary while 
‘not doing missionary work.” The 
fact is, that he came out, by partic- 
ular invitation of the Conference, 
specially to do this editorial work, 
and has been regularly appointed to 
it by four bishops and four mission- 
ary presidents of the Conference, with 
the unanimous advice of their cabinets, 
and would have been still so appoint- 
ed this present year, but for the very 
peremptory prohibition from New 
York. This single unquestionable 
fact furnishes, perhaps, sufficient an- 
swer to the charge of turning aside, 
and of not doing missionary work, 
though abundant other reply might 
be made. That the Witness has been 
doing a most important missionary 
work, is plentifully evident to all who 
are really acquainted with the true 
state of affairs here in India; and 
this is why no bishop actually in the 
field, official counselors 
around him, has found himself able 
to do otherwise than provide for its 
continuance. Furthermore, the ed- 
itor of the paper has done consider-

able other missionary work from the 
beginning all along, not finding it nec- 
essary to give the paper, by any 
means, all of his time. The Witness 
has been undenominational simply in 
the sense that it did not distinctly fly 
the Methodist name and bacuer, which 
was a matter of wise and universally- 
approved policy, considering its cir- 
cumstances. But it was to all intents 
and purposes a Methodist paper, and 
its services to Methodism, in defend- 
ing it from current misrepresentations, 
advocating its ideas, and promoting 
its interests, have been very great.

peared more realistic, though hardly 
any intimation was given of any 
name or local dwelling. 

With this impression he began his 
search among the opinions of other 
men. So many had thought the book 
a prolonged allegory! An allegory 
is a story of probable events, and must 
rest on things actual, as in the case 
of Hagar, or possible, as in ‘* Pil- 
grim’s Progress.” These allegorists 
seemed to hold that these sweets 
and perfumes were distilled from the 
viewless air. Not merely did their 
allegories widely disagree, but none 
rested on a basis. Confusion con- 
founded, Thorpe upon Rabbi Ben 
Kamets, allegory rolling over alle- 
gory, anything made out of anything ! 

Such treatment seemed to violate 
the plainest principles of rhetoric ; 
yet it had this in its favor, that it 
was the usage of old, and had been 
rarely challenged to give a reason for 
its own existence. What is antiq- 
uity of itself worth? For two thou- 
sand years men were pleased and ed- 
ified with the first book of Livy’s 
‘‘ History.” It is now within fifty 
years that Niebuhr has shown the 
nature of the venerable error, and 
proved the pleasant narrative to be 
but cloud-forms evaporated from 
truth lying below the horizon. So it 
seemed that the part ignored by the 
luxuriant allegorists still must exist 
by both rhetorical and logical law. 
Nothing was found to satisfy the 
conditions required to be fulfilled by 
this ignored part, so well as a drama 
of which the theme should be ante- 
nuptixl love. No form of literary 
composition is more natural than the 
drama. It presents ideas and per- 
sons in vivid, lifelike relations, and 
is favorable to energy and emphasis. 
It is as fitting that the Holy Ghost 
employ the drama as that He should 
inspire song, history or epistle. Nor 
is ante-nuptial love unworthy of se- 
cred treatment. The Scripture 
tinges aud glorifies many common 
human things. It bases a 
upon the care of sheep. 
a wedding with a miracle.

Why 
may not a human experience so 
touching, so universal, and so imper- 
ishable, find place in a book which 
reveals not only the Deity to man, 
but also man to himself? On _ its 
course, smooth and rough, its long- 
ings and its raptures, floats much of 
the history of the heart and much of 
the destiny of the life. 

It was a pleasant task slowly and 
patiently to develop the plan of the 
Song, and to supplement its utter- 
ances with personages, relations, 
movements and environments until it 
seemed to stand in the unities and 
beauties of an Attic drama, and was 
felt to be worthy of its place in the 
literature of the Holy Ghost. It 
was a comfort to find that this was 
not the stuff that dreams are made of. 
Rhetoric seemed now justified, and 
upon this realistic basis, allegorizing 
minds can safely exercise themselves, 
The sweet thoughts and tuneful 
phrases of the Song can be turned to 
the expression of religious experience 
and to the endearing relations of 
Christ and His Church, with all rea- 
sonable breadth and freedom. This, 
which is the secondary use of the 
Song, has a range so boundless that 
in it the liveliest fancy can expatiate 
and many a volume be filled with its 
results. The commentator could not 
think of doing for others what each 








the part of both ministry and laity, em- 
phasizing the doing of more faithful and 
persistent pastoral work, and also the 
discontinuance of fairs and festivals for 
raising money for church purposes.

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion, Bro. Clark, an aged minister of 
the New England Conference, was in- 
vited to address the meeting. His very 
earnest, practical and spiritual remarks— 
into which were woven much of his own 
experience — were listened to with deep 
interest. Bro. S. O. Benton, in a some- 
what novel and masterly presentation of 
the subject, discussed ‘‘ The Work of 
the Holy Ghost Under the Old Dispen- 
sation.”” He spoke of the extraordinary, 
in distinction from the ordinury, work 
of the Holy Ghost, as follows: The 
Holy Ghost bestows miraculous power 
upon chosen men to attest their divine 
authority; He qualifies His people for 
special work, as seen in Exodus 35: and 
He inspires the expressions of religious 
thought, which otherwise would not have 
been possible. Bro. Walter Ela dis- 
cussed, ‘‘ The Work of the Holy Ghost 
under the New Dispensation.” This 
essay showed marks of close study and 
careful thought, and was both able and 
exhaustive. The sermon on Tuesday 
evening was by Bro. C. E. Davis, from 
Ps. 16:8: ‘*I have set the Lord always 
before me.” 

On Wednesday morning Bro. Gowan 
considered the next subject on the pro- 
gramme, ‘‘ Missionary Work within the 
Bounds of our Conference,” giving us 
some very interesting facts with ref- 
erence to this work, which he had gath- 
ered from a variety of sources. The 
afternoon was occupied by Mrs. Ellen J. 
Foster, of Iowa, in a temperance ad- 
dress to the brethren on their peculiar 
relation, as ministers of Christ, to the 
great reform of the age. She also spoke 
before a crowded house in the Broadway 
Congregational Church of this city, on 
the same evening. A vote of thanks was 
extended to oyr good sister for her very 
instructive and eloqueut words. 

After the usual resolutions were 
passed, the session was closed with 
prayer by the pastor of the church, 
Bro. Tinker.

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BISHOP FOSTER’S ADDRESS 
Before the Methodist ** Social Union.” 


{Reported by Rev. Austin H. HERRICK.] 


I indicated, at your last meeting, a desire 
© say something which I did not deem it 
best to say at that time, as the evening was 
so profitably spent. Yet I felt that some time 
I would be glad to see a large collection of 
our Methodist brethren of Boston, and speak 
to them about some matters which are en- 
gaging their attention. It is not in my idea 
that I have any special message to you, or 
any special skill about matters that you have 
been considering; but I have a great feeling 
of interest, and I thought that I might say 
something that would be of some advantage. 
L have no fixed address to make. Coming 
here as a brother related as pastor to all you 
ministers and brethren, I may say many 
things that are in my heart about the inter- 
of our common Methodism. I very 
much desire to speak wisely, and say things 
that will commend themselves to your judg- 
ment, and that will also take possession of 
your minds, if they are worthy, and become 
practical, as far as may be, with you and all 
the churches.

As I understand it, you have been asking 
the question, ‘‘ What can be done for the im- 
provement and full development of the power 
of our Methodism?” In trying to develop 
my own thought along this line, I have no 
doubt I shall fail to say what some of you 
would wish. I should say, and shall say, 
things that some of you will wish I had not 
said; because it is impossible ona question 
of this kind that we should all see the same 
salient points and have the same thoughts. 
I believe, as I look into your faces, that 


every one of you desires to hear what I 
have to say. I proceed with that impres- 
sion. 


To begin with, let us survey the situation. 
The question, in the naked and bald form 
in which it has sometimes been presented 
jn cur preachers’ meetings and in other of 
our assemblies, and in which it has gone forth 
to the public, I think has been most unfortu- 
nate. I want to emphasize that. It has be- 
gotten the impression that there is 
chronic trouble with Methodism. It 
gone out beyond our own limits, and has 
taken a form which I did not 
intend it should take. question has 
come up from time to time ever since I 
was boy, ever I mingled with 
Methodist preachers, ‘‘ What can we do to 
give vitality and force to our church opera- 
tions?”

I be- 
lieve that every preacher in New England, 
and every worthy member, and all sensible 
men, want to see our Church all that it can 
be in power and glory, achieving all it can. 
I think we are all aware that we are not at 
the maximum of our power, that we are not 
working our system ideally, according to its 
possibilities. Itisa just question for us to 
consider carefully, ‘‘ What can be done to 
bring that about? What course can be 
adopted to develop the power of Methodism 
toits highest extent?” And this is a practi- 
cal question, not difficult to answer. I think 
it can be answered in this room to-night, if| 
we really mean to follow the question to its | 
results. 


But, first, I want to look at the situation: 
What is the status of our Methodism at pres- 
ent? I believe a great deal in the aggrega- 
tion of facts. I do not believe that statistics 
settle all things, but they do settle some 


During the next fifty years the Baptist 
churches in the United States advanced from 
103,000 to 815,000; and the Congregational 
Church had 
and the Presbyterian to 487,000, and in 


advanced to about 197,000, 
1850, when allof you were young men, the 
Methodist Church numbered, in all its 
branches, 1,324,000. Our Methodism in 1850 
only had 693,000 members. In 1870, the Bap. 
tists in all forms had advanced to 1,497,000; 
and the Congregational Church of New En- 
gland had advanced to about 306,000, and 
the Presbyterian to 713,000. The Bap- 
tists had distanced them three times, 
and the Methodist Episcopal Church finds 
the Baptist Church her great competing sis- 
ter, for that she is, in. active working forces. 
In the twenty years from 1850 to 1870, our 
branch of Methodism advanced from 693,000 
to 1,376,000, while the other branches ad- 
vanced to some 800,000. making the whole of 
Methodism about 2,200,000. 

This does not look as though Methodism 
was struck with decrepitude, as if we needed 
an assembly of New England doctors, or any 
other doctors, to tinker Methodism! In the 
decade from 1870 to 1880 we advanced from 
1,376,000 to 1,780,000, and entire Method- 
ism reached 2,499,000, and the whole of Meth- 
odism more than 3,000,000. Does that look as 
though we were dying? as though there was 
anything to calla blush of honest shame to 
the cheek of Methodist preachers or Method- 
ist people? Brethren, let us do justice to our- 
selves. Let us state facts, and not draw 
upon our fancies; and then we shall be better 
prepared to answer the question, ‘* What can 
we do?” There is in my heart an inexpress- 
ible joy of Christian pride as I think of 
what Methodism has done in one hundred 
years, and in the last ten years; and as no- 
bly in the last ten yearsas in any ten years 
of its history. All we want is to look at the 
facts, and not, from a little impression that 
may come to us as to our particular locality, 
sink into distress, when the facts ought to 
fill every Methodist heart with shouting and 
repturous joy. 

Now I want to call your attention to an- 
other fact Do you know that in the last 
thirty years more thana million Methodists 
have gone to heaven? Will you please take 
it into the account, when you remember the 
hosts of Methodism—we die, and, thank 
God, we die well! It has been a character- 
istic of our people from the first. They are a 
happy dying people —dying into life and 
shouting as they die. Brethren, if we do not 
roll up as much power and strength as we 
would like to do, let us remember that we are 
constantly translating to heaven almost as 
many 43 we are translating into the kingdom 
here. We have had to have converted in the 
last thirty years enough to fill up the vacancy 
left by those translated, aud to swell our 
numbers from less than 700,000 to 1,780,000, 
We ought to sing the doxology. 

And yet, brethren, I realize the situation 
perfectly. No man here has a thought about 
how the institution could be mended at any 
point, that has not often passed through my 


mind, Twenty years I was engaged in this 


tinkering business; but I thank God that 
my occupation did not accomplish much. 
And when in General Conference we had 


cart-loads of propositions dumped into com- 
mittees and on tables and into ash-barrels, 
the system remained about the same. 

I want to look at another table: I want you 
to see the table of our accumulations in ed- 
ifices—our public property, our 
our our 


churches,

We have never been a big

in the United States bas been the apostle of 
catholicity that has brought this day of 
Christian fraternity in the United States. 
The fire was kindled upon our altars and in 
our pulpits, that has brought these churches 
together. And nowsee how this dying (?) 
institution suffers in comparison with other 
churches: In 1870, the organizations of 
Methodism were 25,278; the organizations of 
the Baptist Church, 15,829; of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, 7,824; of the Congregational 
Church, 2,887. You see where our status is 
—at the head of this moving column of 
Christian forces in the United States. God 
has given this Methodism, to which you and 
I belong, its position for power and useful- 
ness in this land; and what I want is, not for 
us to enter into self-laudation, but to look at 
the facts, and do justice to ourselves.

years old, and we are in our youth, not in| 
our decrepitude; that imputation is a curse, | 
a harmful mistake, paralyzing wherever it | 
Methodism was never more vigorous 
than to-night; we must do justice to our- 
selves. Every man wants to be | 
intelligently informed about the _ status} 
of things and the condition of the world, | 
ought to have Dr. Dorchester’s book 
and look at it frequently. A little more than 
one hundred years ago Methodism in the 
United States was born. One hundred years 
ago it had but thirty-five preachers, and 
about forty meeting-houses. I have no de- 
sire to sce the competing churches of this 
land prosper less than we do. We do not 
want to grow at their expense, but to take 
care of the field God has given us to culti- 
vate; we are responsible to God and the gen- 
eration for that. One hundred years ago, 
when we came among them, the competing 
churches were already in existence, having 
position in the country. We well know how 
humble was our origin, how we struggled and 
contended in the foundations of society —in 
the “‘ mudsills,” as they are called. We be- 
came, after a while, a glorious temple. We 
well know how we started, working with the 
poor; and, brethren, some of you that have 
become great and distinguished were down 
there among the “ mudsills” when Method- 
ism found you. Methodism has made you 
all you are. All over this land the best and 
noblest people in it Methodism found in the 
eabins and put them on the thrones of the 
country. We began a poor people; now let 
us see whether our pace has been such as to 
bring a blush to the cheek of any Methodist 
in the land. 

Beginning down there in 1766, in 1800 we 
already had 287 ministers and 64,894 mem- 
bers. At that time the Baptists in this coun- 
try numbered 103,000; and the Congrega- 
tional Church in New England, 75,000; and 
its sister church, the Presbyterian, in the 
middle and western States, 65,000; making 
140,000. Still they were in advance of us.

| Alone, in our several fields, we sometimes get 


discouraged und distressed; but when we 


| come together and begin to think of the fam- | 


ily to which we belong, and of the glory of 


our inheritance, we become confident and 
hopeful again. 
At the foundation of the answer to our 


question is this inquiry, ‘‘ What is Methodism 
tor? What did God mean by Methodism 
when He put it here? What has He been ac- 
complisbing, and what is the thing we ought 
to expect it to accomplish, and how can we 
work it so as to make it accomplish that 
thing?” That is the question. No instru 

ment does more than its own proper work; 
and if it undertakes to work in any other di- 
rection, it is awkward and useless. The an- 
swer to our question must take into the ac- 
count what it is for, and how we can make it 
accomplish its purpose. Ido not propose to 
discuss how to tinker Methodism. I do not 
mean, by that, that it will not be changed; 
but it will be changed without the quack doc- 
tors that undertake to change it. It will be 
changed by its own processes of life. Its 
changes are those of growth and development. 
So lam not going to discuss any question of 
changes; and whoever imagines that Method. 
ism is going to be improved by discussing the 
question in preachers’ mectings or laymen’s 
meetings, mistakes the fact. We can talk like 
brothers in our quiet ways about our ideas ; but I 
donot believe Iam going to make Methodism a 
power by discussing all the ideas I may have, 
and distracting the system. God will take 
care of these things. In saying this, I make 
no retections; my heart is simply interested 
with yours to see how we can get at the thing 
to the best advantage. 

What is it that makes a church a power? 
The church is made up of two factors — the 
pulpit and the pew. A powerful church must 
be powerful in the pulpit and in the pew, and 
must have the power in each from God him- 
self. The only fountain we can draw upon is 
God. The best way on earth to get at the 
thing that Methodism wants, would be to go 
on our knees and wait until the power comes 
from God. Still, that is said in too desultory 

|a way; I want to get at it more carefully. 

So I will begin with the pulpit. Let us 


start with this point: A church is an organ- 
ized community of holy people, or people 
who are striving to be holy. I have no idea 
of the church as « lyceum, or as a fashionable 
institution. I believe the church of God to be 
an organized community of holy men and 
women, or men and women who are striving 
to be holy. The function of the church is to 
assimilate from the world its unregenerate 
life and perpetuate the existence of a holy 
people on the earth; to minister holiness to 
all who belong to it, and make them God's 
people; and to go out and make reprisals on 
the hosts of hell, and incorporate them into 
the body of Jesus Christ. That is what we 
are in Boston for; if we are not here for that, 
we have no business here as a church of God. 
The question is, How can we dothat? That 
question is not hard to answer. 

First, How not to doit. For a preacher to 
go into the pulpit not expecting to do it, not 
aiming to do it, not having his heart set on it, 
not preparing himself for the accomplishment 
of that work, having no fuith that that thing 
is going to take place — that is how not to do 
it. How not to do it, is for a preacher to go 
into the pulpit and read or speak pleasant lit- 
tle sentimental essays to people who will be 
delighted, but hear no Gospel. The way how 


Jesus Christ, in its earnestness and simplicity, 
out of good and honest hearts. The way how 
not to do it, is to be ready to cater to every 
gale of popularity that blows across the city 
atmosphere; to seize on the gossip that agi- 
tates the world, and forget God and the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ; to preach about current 
and popular events. The way how not to do 
it, is to be a minister by halves. The way 
how not to do it, is to have a pew unrepresent- 
ed by Christian earnestness and Christian 
prayer; to have a congregation go to be en- 
tertained and soothed; to have a congrega- 
tion of Methodist people that have forgotten 
the historic spirit of Methodism, that have no 
sympathy and interest in the old Methodist 
fire of the blessed days of the past; to have 


to the people round about it; to have a con- 
gregation carping about its minister, criticis- 
ing its minister, disputing in itself, forming 
plans and schemes to carry out all its crotch- 
ets and desires. The way how not to do it, 
is to have a congregation broken up into com- 
mittees that undertake to run‘the church ac- 
cording to their notions; a congregation that 
undertakes to withdraw the power that God 
has vested in His ministers to stand as the 
representatives of the life of the church; a 
congregation that is filled with disputations, 
and especially that speaks and thinks dispar- 
agingly of Methodism, and would like it if 
Methodism would take some other form than 
it now has. We bave no congregation like 
that; but I mean where that spirit prevails in 
a church. That is how not todo it; that is 
how to strangle Methodism; that is how to 
put this institution to death. Wherever there 
are the conditions I have described, there are 
the elements of death. 

Now, I turn to the other side. 
heaven, Jesus, our Saviour, helpme! Oh, I 
feel the need that we have help to bring forth 
this church and make it what it ought to be! 
Am I mistaken in supposing that with all the 
honor God has put upon us, and with all the 
elements of strength we have, there ought to 
be in twenty churches in Boston and around 
here, this very moment, the fire of a blessed 
revival of religion of Jesus? Is it impossible ? 

Has the Holy 
Ghost ceased to be with us? IS there no pos 
sibility that these altars of ours shall flame 
with the blessed consciousness of divine love ? 
Why is there not at this moment such a time 
as there used to be in old “ Bennet Street” 
and old ** Hanover Street?” We are to take 
circumstances into the account. There are 
some things that cannot be done; for instance, 
if you have a church in a town where every- 
body is churched, you can gain members 
there only as you take them from somebody 
else. 

But there are certain things that can always 
be done, and ought to be done always. First, 
the man of God ought always to be thoroughly 
a man of God, thoroughly in earnest, thor- 
oughly on fire, thoroughly charged with his 
work, thoroughly consecrated, a man of one 
business, a man of one intense, burning 
thought, that lives in his soul from Sunday 
to Sunday, and blazes and burns when he 
comes into the pulpit. God called this man 
to fill him with that kind of spirit and keep 
him initallthe time. We cannot always be 
at white heat; but we can be men of one 
business and one purpose; we can give our-

selves to this business exclusively. We can 


rise above the degradation of speaking mere 


His law into our hands. There is no mistake 
about it; we want in the pulpit this intense 


our ministry. 

But, brethren of the pew, an angel from 
heaven could not do a church’s work. A 
preacher can do his work if he is faithful to 
God and his soul is alive, if he is a man of 
one business. Brethren, I tell;you that is a 


one business to save souls. That is all; that 
is all. But an angel from heaven could not 
do a church’s work, if he were its pastor and 
preacher. A pastor has influence by his 
preaching when his heart is charged, and in- 
directly does the work of the church by stim- 
We are 
responsible so to do our work as to move our 
brethren to do their work. A man of busi- 
ness ought to be thorough in his business ; 
but in intense attention to business there is a 
constant drain upon spirituality, and unless 
the business man comes continually to God, 
he becomes a dead man spiritually. It is the 
function of the pulpit to help these men. 
Happy the man of business whose pastor on 
the Sabbath brings spirituality to his heart! 
But, brethren, we cannot do it alone; so I 
want to say to you, your influence belongs to 
the church to which you belong. 1 want to 
intensify that. I mean not that you should 
be bigots, but that in the order of God you 
are morally responsible to exert your influ- 
ence in the church to which you belong. If 
you do not do it, your influence, in propor- 
tion to yourimportance, is likely to bea hurt to 
that church. I want to emphasize that. You are 
representative men in the church and congre- 
gation where you belong; you are known; 
and when in that church you are less than 
the men you ought to be — you are an injury 
tothe church itself. 

Now, you, brethren — God bless you! — 
are interested for our church. You want the 
answer to the question, ‘‘ How can Method- 
ism be what it ought to be?” I answer, Let 
Methodists be what they ought to be; then 
Methodism will be what it ought to be. How 
can we compass it? There are responsibil- 
ities on you, Methodist brethren. How can 
you bring about what you ought to? First, 
by a consecration of your hearts to God. No 
man can give anything to the vitality of 
Methodism if he do not give his heart to God 
in Methodism. If his soulis alive and ear- 
nest, he will be a power in the church where 
he is. What do we want? We want a prayer- 
meeting that has power in it—a_ prayer- 
meeting, and a spirit in the church, that will 
attract men to God. How shall we get it? 
The spirit of the minister diffused over a con- 
gregation of five hundred becomes exceed 
ingly thin. We want to put purpose to pure 
pose, thought to thought, feeling to feeling,

1 speak of two points. I look at various 
brethren here. Are you good men, doing all 
you can for the cause of God in our church? 
I charge against you that you are not. 
You are men of influence and character in 
Boston — men that people delight to honor; 
you are a joy and a pride to our church; 
you love God; but you do not do all you 
can. There are neighbors of yours over whom 
you have influence — because you are hon- 
orable and noble men, and they know it— 
that a word from you in your office or their 
office, at the right time, would bring you 
with your arms full ef sheaves in the day of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. I know it! I know 
it! There are young men and middle-aged 
men that know you to be men of God, and 
admire you, who are not themselves Chris- 
tians. If you, feeling—as God would help 
you to do if you would undertake it — that 
your life is bound up with these eternal in- 
terests, would say to them, alone and in love, 
‘Dear friend, I have thought of you; you 
are not a Christian; are you safe?’ God 
would put an arrow right down to the core, 
and you would see many a soul coming to the 
Lord Jesus. God demands that of you. 
Your field is the market-place, the place of 
business. You owe it to stand in that place 
of business such a beacon-light and such a 
heat that all men shall see you and feel you. 
Take the hint, brethren. 

Now, as tothe matter of your church ser- 
vices. What is it that makes the prayer- 
meeting uninteresting in the church where 
you belong? It is because you are not in 
your place. I speak now of our important men. 
If this church work of ours is important, and 
the preacher needs your presence, then you 
ought to be in that meeting; not in the pew 
speculating as to the minister’s manner of 
conducting the meeting, but face to face, 
hand to hand, with your pastor, seconding 
all his efforts. I wish we could learn to speak 
experience. We go into dissertations. The 
people do not want your sermons. They 
want to hear out of your hearts what God 
has done for you—to hear you talk expe- 
rience. When you do that, you will see eyes 
weep that are not accustomed to weep; you 
will hear sobs in your prayer-meeting. When 
the pastor stands up in the prayer-meeting, 
let the noble men stand up and earnestly take 
partin the work, and then old times will 
come back again, and we will not be ashamed 
when anybody shouts. O brethren! cannot 
we get at it? Cannot we come to the conclu- 
sion that there is something to be done by the 
concentrated power of pulpit and pew? I be- 
lieve in my soul that in the church 
I attend it is possible to see one hundred souls 
converted in six wecks. I believe that if the 
brothers of the church would come to the 
work in the spirit and earnestness of Chris- 
tian faith and piety, we should have sucha 
revival as we want.

The finan- 
ciering in these churches must be done by 
you. The pastor ought never to be required 
to open his mouth in the pulpit on money 
matters, except to state the needs of the cause. 
You men of business talent, men of money, 
ought to take this into consideration. Hear 
me while I say (and do not forget what I 
say), do not leave the moncy affairs of your 
churches drifting along in the hands of in- 
competency. You, as skillful business men, 
should take in hand to arrange the money 
affairs so that people shall not be scared 
away, and your institution shall not go hob- 
bling through society year after year. If 
there were a firm purpose, it could be done, 
I want to lay this on your hearts. We 
are threatened with the loss of one of the 
most important churches in Boston, for 
which there is no excuse under heaven; the 
reason is found in inexcusable states in the 
minds of the people. I charge you, brethren, in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, that you lay this 
business to heart.

FroM WASHINGTON. 

This seems to be an age of division 
in church as well in state affairs. 
The members wholeft Ryland Chapel last 
March, because they were dissatisfied 
with the minister sent them by the Con- 
ference, worshiped for the first time in 
their new Tabernacle last Sabbath. The 
house was to have been dedicated, but 
the dedication was postponed on ac- 
count of the severe storm. Notwith- 
standing the bad weather, the audito- 
rium, which measures, 65 feet square 
and seats between five and six hundred 
persons, was filled. 

This Tabernacle is a little gem in 
architecture, and is finished in exquisite 
taste.

patent holders underneath for the hat, 
and book-racks on the back. The chairs 
radiate from the pulpit, with six aisles, 
ona floor that rises gradually to the 
doors. The nine windows are of stained 
glass. The centre one on the west end 
is a present from the pastor’s wife, Mrs. 
W. W. Hicks. The two windows on 
the opposite sides are dedicated to the 
Evangelists. One of the side windows 
was given by Dr. Rankin’s (First Con- 
gregational) church, and is commemo- 
lrative of his son, who died three years 
|ago. The church has been built and 
| finished, and a fine organ placed there- 
in, at a cost of $20,000, all within the 
‘space of eleven months. Rev. W. W. 
‘Hicks, a Methodist minister from Flor- 
‘ida, is the settled pastor. They keep up

The faith, which in itself is nothing, is yet 
the organ of receiving everything. It is the 
conducting link between man’s emptiness and 
God’s fullness; and herein is all the value 
which it has. It is the bucket let down into 
the fountain of God’s grace, without which 
the man could not draw up out of that fount- 
ain; the purse which does not itself make its 
owner rich, but which yet effectually enriches 
him by the treasure which

— This would 
bring the parents to their senses; ‘‘a precau- 
tion the more necessary, as the parents, in 
| that ecstatic moment, might easi:y have for- 
gotten it” (Trench), 














The whole account of this incident is in- 
consistent with the idea that the maiden was 
simply raised from slumber or a fainting-fit. 
She is reported dead by the messenger (ver. 
35); is known to be dead by the bystanders 
(Luke 8: 53); on Christ’s taking her by the 
hand her spirit returns to her again (Luke 8: 
55; comp. 1 Kings 17, 21, 22), though this does 
not of itself necessarily imply her death (com- 
pare Judg. 15: 19); and the account of the 
cure implies, not a natural awakening from 
sleep, but a miraculous resurrection from the 
dead. It seems to me unquestionable that the 
historian believed in the death and the miracu- 
lous resurrection from the dead of this maiden 
(L. Abbott). 


IV. Illustrative. 


1. The proper method of dealing with 
and curing honest superstition is not 
by attacking the superstition, but by en- 
couraging the faith which underlies it, 
and directing that faith from the material 


object to the living Christ. Compare 
Paul’s course in Athens (Acts 17: 22, 


23), and apply to our dealings with hon- 
est Romanists whose faith in the hem of 
Christ’s garment is sometimes a rebuke 
to our doubts of Christ himself. It is 
not merely intelligent faith which saves, 
but faith even when mated to and marred 
by superstition. The superstitious rev- 


erence which regards the hem of Christ’s 
garment is better than the supercilious 


(L. Abbott).

PRUSSIA AND THE PAPAL CHURCH. 
The Prussian Diet is just now oc- 
cupied with an extensive revision of 
the laws passed within the last few 
years in regard to the administration 
of the Catholic Church within that 
realm, where it, as well as the Prot- 
estant Church, is controlled and sup- 
ported by the State. Many of these 
laws were regarded at the time of 
their passage as quite, and perhaps un- 
necessarily, severe, but were granted 
by the Chambers because Bismarck 
considered them a political necessity. 
But now since the caustic chan- 
cellor has fallen out with his former 
friends and cannot rely on them for 
support, he is looking to other sources 
for aid, and is quite inclined to tamper 
with parties to whom years ago he 
spoke only in the tone of authority. 
It has been evident for some time 








‘that a great change would be needed 
lin the position of Prussia to the Ul- 
tramontane Church because of the 
strength of the clerical party as a 
| political element in the Chambers; 
| and the government has been inclined 
to make these concessions with a view 
to checkmate certain cunning moves 
on the part of its clerical antag- 
onists. 

This offer on the part of the gov- 
ernment, howevet, does not seem 
likely to close the famous conflict, 
which rages more bitterly and un- 
reasonably thaa ever by an unnatural 
combination of forces in the Diet to 
reject some of these concessions and 
substitute others that are humiliating

stances, as their provisions are con- 
ditional and optional rather than im- 
perative. He has in this matter no 

so much gone to Canossa as many of 
his adversaries, but is rather allying 
himself with the Pope to weaken the 
effect of Ultramontane intrigues in his 
midst. 

This bill will exempt the bishops 
from the oath of allegiance to the 
government, which has been of little 
use, at best, for the bishops who were 
the most recalcitrant were under that 
oath at the time. It will also sup- 
press the administration of church 
property by government commission- 
ers, aud resume the payment of sal- 
aries to the priests. By its provisions 
the government promises not to inter- 
fere with the elections or appointments 
made by the church, unless these seem 
unadvisable for political or civil rea- 
sons, and then the motives that induce 
the opposition are to be indicated. 
The ministry will assume, under cer- 
tain conditions, to restore suspended 
priests to the places from which they 
were removed, without previous nom- 
ination by chapter or church ; but this 
privilege can at any time be annulled 
by the State. 

The question that causes the great- 
est trouble is that of the bishops, who 
were expelled from their dioceses and 
virtually cashiered in their functions, 
so that the State no longer regarded 
them as Prussian bishops. To have 
these returned as merely suspended 
functionaries, without renomination by 
the Pope, is what will likely be forced 
on the State by the Chambers. We 
need scarcely say that these conces- 
sions are far from producing peace in 
the clerical camp, aud that not many 
of them will be voted without much 
mutilation and alteration. The trouble 
is, that they satisfy neither party. The 
Liberals think them too yielding, and 
the Catholics consider them insuffi- 
cient. Ifthe Chambers keep on with 
them as they have begitn, they will be 
put into the shape most offensive to 
the government by a coalition of the 
Catholic party with the Progressives, 
secessionists, Poles, socialists and 
malcontents generally. 

By an unnatural coalition of this 
kind the law has already been sup- 
pressed which punishes the priest for 
performing religious service without 
previous authorization from the gov- 
ernment in those parishes deprived of 
curates by the operation of the special 
laws. ‘This suppression was effected 
by those who care less about the per- 
formance of religious funetions than 
they do about annoying the govern- 
meut. We need scarcely say that 
abolish the 
May laws imperatively, but merely 


these provisions do not 


permit an indulgent use or disuse of 


them. The Catholic Church remains 
placed under the same régime of good 
pleasure of the civil! authorities ; it 
has no security and no real guarantee 
for the future. All the offers made 
to re-establish Catholic worship in the 
parishes in which it has been sus- 
pended are merely provisional and 
precarious, and may be suppressed at 
any moment by ministerial rescript. 

This is, therefore, 
peace, and consequently the Catholics 
are not inclined to lay down their 
arms. ‘They will combine with the 
supporters of Bismarck or with his 


no honorable 


enemies, as to them seems best for 


their purposes. It is now the man- 
ifest design of the government to sep- 
arate, if possible, the Catholic peo- 
ple from their lay leaders in the 
Chambers by putting them in pos- 
session of their ceremonial privileges 
with the bishops at their head, and 
thus withdrawing them from the in- 
fluence of men whose religion is used 
as a cloak for their political views. 

It is quite doubtful whether the 
ministry will succeed in this measure, 
or will carry many of these provisions 
offered as concessions to the Catholic 
element. The conflict will lose some- 
thing of its acerbity ; because, under 
any circumstances, many of the disa- 
bilities will be removed, and, indeed, 
have been already by accepting new 
bishops who have not been subjected 
to the oath of fealty, or, indeed, really 
appointed by the Pope, but rather by 
the chapters. The resumption of diplo- 
matic relations with the Pope, and 
the wague talk about putting his spir- 
itual power under the guarantee of the 
great powers, even to the extent of 
granting him a strip of territory in 
Italy or a resting-place somewhere 
else, is more to conciliate the ‘ holy 
father,” and secure his good offices 
in the settlement of the conflict, than 
anything else. What all parties in 
Prussia now seem to be striving after, 
is to gain their own ends solely, and 
the process has become an intricate 
game in which the best players will 
succeed. The result will probably be 
but little valuable legislation during 
the present session, and no positive 
settlement of anythixg. 





— Prof. Blakeslee, the principal of East

It is rarely that a man who is a pro- 
nounced politician, and not over-careful 
to conciliate his opponents, receives the 
almost universal accord of high praise 
that has followed the eulogy of ex-Sec- 
retary Blaine on the late President. The 
scene at Washington in the House of 
Representatives, where it was _ pro- 
nounced, was almost unprecedented in 
its impressiveness. It has only been 
paralleled by that which occurred when 
Mr. Bancroft, the historian, pronounced 
the eulogy upon the murdered President 
Lincoln. In the large gathering last 
week of the heads of the Republic and 
the representatives of the nations of the 
earth, from the first sentence to the sin- 
gularly tender and chaste peroration, 
hardly an eye moved from the lips of the 
eloquent speaker. His style was ad- 
mirable, simple, clear, condensed. True 
and very happy in analysis and portrait- 
ure of character, self-contained and re- 
strained from undue eulogy, judicious 
beyond expectation in allusion to the 
political relations of the short adminis- 
tration, dignified and solemn as a final 
tribute to the noble dead, it amply met 
all the delicate requisitions of the occa- 
sion, and will remain a permanent and 
worthy tribute to the departed and a no- 
ble monument to the generous friend- 
ship and rare ability of the orator. The 
publication of it, which Congress has 
ordered, illustrated by a fine steel en- 
graving of its subject, will be eagerly 
sought after by all who have access to 
members of Congress.

The deceased was converted in 1822, 
jand was a member of the first class 
formed in Weymouth, which was in the 
autumn of that year. With him alle- 
giance to Christ meant service, and he 
entered with all his heart upon the 


work of soul-saving, in which he never 
wearied for fifty-nine years. For many 
years he was a contractor on public 
works, building Russia, Central, Long, 
and other wharves in Boston, as well as 
the sea wall around Castle Island and 
Milldam. This brought him into 
contact with many men, and gave him 
large opportunity for Christian influence 
and labor, which he most diligently im- 
proved. He believed it was every Chris- 
tian’s business to save men, and he lived 
his faith. Nor did he forget his neigh- 
bors and townsmen, but earnestly sought 
their salvation, holding meetings in dif- 
ferent neighborhoods and using diligent 
personalendeavor. As early as 1825 he, 
with only one other member, purchased 
a lot on which to build a Methodist 
church. As a steward and trustee he 
was faithful, and as a class-leader espe- 
cially usefal and successful.

He 
ate his dinner as usual, wrote a letter to 
a friend, and then he ‘** was not, for God 
took him.”

N. H., Jan. 17, 1882, of pneumonia, aged 
92 years.
